I transmit herewith for your information extract from the Appropriation Act for the fiscal 
year 1882, containing the appropriations for the support of your Mint during that period. 


Mint at Philadelphia — for salary of the superintendent, four thousand five hundred 
dollars; for the assayer, melter and refiner, coiner, and engraver, four in all, at three thousand 
dollars each; the assistant assay, the assistant melter and refiner, and the assistant coiner, at two 
thousand dollars each; cashier, two thousand five hundred dollars; chief clerk, two thousand two 
hundred and fifty dollars; bookkeeper, deposit clerk, and weigh clerk, at two thousand dollar 
each; and one clerk at one thousand six hundred dollars; in all, thirty-four thousand eight 
hundred and fifty dollars. 


For wages of workmen and adjusters, three hundred thousand dollars. 


For incidental and contingent expenses, including new machinery and repairs, and 
purchases, not exceeding three hundred dollars in value of specimen coins and ores for the 
cabinet of the mint, one hundred thousand dollars.
